GILMORE'S PLEA 
IN MURDER CASE 


SELF DEFENSE 


Zanesville, Nov. 23.—The defense of 


Louis Gilmore (colored), now on trial 
for first degree murder for the killing 
of Wesley Smith in the Toney pool 
room, Main street, on 
the 
night of 


August 5, last, will be based on 
the 


claim of self-defense, unless Gilmore's 
counsel pursue a different course than 
that indicated in cross-examining the 
first witness for the state. 


The first witness for 
the 
state, 


Clarence Guy, colored, an eye-witness 
of the tragedy, gave damaging evi- 
dence against Gilmore, and time and 
again reiterated a statement that Gil- 
more entered the Toney place with a 
revolver in his right pocket, and with 
bis hand in the 
same 
pocket. 
He 


walked up to the counter behind the 
partition separating the 
pool 
room 


from the barber shop, said Guy, and 
drawing the gun from his pocket laid 
it upon the counter and said, "Xow 
get your gun out of your pocket." 


The first day of the trial and all of 


"Wednesday morning- -was consumed in 
securing a jury and it wa= not until 
2:05 o'clock in the afternoon that the 
jury was secured. 
The jury, 
court 


bailiffs, Judge Frazier, the attorneys 
and Sheriff Frick, with the prisoner. 
Gilmore, then repaired to the Toney 


place to view the scene. 
The place 


was ordered vacated by 
the 
sheriff 


while the court officials made their 
examination. 


This was Gilmore's first appearance 


on the street since he was transferred 
from police court to the county jail 
a few days after the tragedy. 
The 


ideal weather and the bright sunshine 
made an impression upon th*1 prison- 
er. 
"This is certainly a nice day to 


be around," he remarked to his cus- 
todian. 


In testifying 
Clarence 
Guy 
said: 


"When the third and final shot was 
fired, Gilmore was standing on his 
tiptoes and shot over the bar," ac- 
cording to Guy. 


The witness reviewed rhe tragedy 


from the time he saw Giluiore walk- 
ing hurriedly down Main street 
to- 


wards the Toney place. He followed 
Gilmore in the restaurant. From the 
screen door, dividing the barber shop 
from the pool room and bar. he sav. 
Gilmore walk past the bar to tho first 
pool table and put two pool balls on 
the table, Gny said. He then walked 
to the partition, threw his 
revolver 


across the counter and said to Smith. 
"Now 
get your gun!" 


Smith was at the telephone located 


at the partition when 
Gilmore 
en- 


tered. On hearing Gilmore's command 
he stooped down behind the counter 
and picked up a POD bottle and hurled 
it at Gilmore. said Guy. 


It was the opinion of the witne<=c 


that the pop bottle was thrown and 
the gun 
discharged 
simultaneous! v 


After the first shot, according to 
the 


witness. Smith "ducked" behind 
the 


counter and brought up another pop 
bottle. The revolver was discharged a 
second time. The first bottle 
wat 


shattered in the corner of the room. 
rh» second on the counter, the witness 
said. 


According to Guy, Gilmore was kept 


busy dodging bottles until he reached 
over the counter and fired the fatal 
shot. 
All the shots were fired direct- 


ly at Smith, the witness declared. 


The court room was w-ell filled with 


spectators all day Wednesday. 
Manv 


friends of both the murdered man and 
•£lie accused murderer 
were 
present. 


Kev. A. M. Thomas, pastor 
of 
the 


Eighth Street Baptist church, colored, 
has attended both court sessions. 


The prisoner is becoming more ner- 


vous each day of the trial. Wednesfia\ 
afternoon he was either biting 
his 


finger nails or twisting his hands or 
playing with his thumbs continuously. 
He "had but little to say after the aft- 
ernoon session, but on. the -way to th-e 
jail in custody of Sheriff Frick he re- 
marked. "Well, we got started at last, 
after three months' rest." 


The excitement of the day did not 


interfere with his appetite. He ate all 
that was set before him for the even- 
ing meal.

each one, to be sure there are no bits 
of shell to cause discomfort; then dry 
between the folds of a towel. 
Cut 


pieces of bacon half the size of the 
oysters and arrange the oysters and 
bacon In alternate layers on wooden 
skewers, being careful to pierce the 
hard muscle of the oyster. Place In 
a hot pan and bake until the bacon is 
done. Serve a skewer on a slice of 
toast to each person.

oyster 


liquor may be heated and poured over 
the toast just before serving. 


Supreme Oysters.-*—Melt two table- 


spoonfuls of butter and fry until a 
yellow 
color, 
two 
tablespoons of 


minced onion; add four tablespoonfuls 
of flour and when well blended a half 
cup each of cream, chicken stock and 
oyster liquor. Season \vltb. salt, cay- 
enne and nutmeg. Cook five minutes, 
then add half a cup of finely cut chick- 
en, the yolks of three egge well beat- 
en; when thick, cool. Parboil a pint 
of oysters dry and cover each with 
the chicken mixture, dip In egg and 
crumbs and fry In hot fat. Serve on 
a hot dish, garnish with lemon and 
parsley. 


Oyster Soup 
Amsterdam 
Style.— 


Clean, pick over and chop one quart 
of oysters, parboil, drain and add to 
the liquor enough water to make a 
quart. Brown three tablespoonfuls of 
butter and add three and a half ta- 
blespoonfuls of flour. Pour on gradu- 
ally, stirring constantly the oyster 
liquor. Let simmer a half hour. Sea- 
son with salt, paprika, celery salt, and 
Just before serving add a cup of 
cream. 
Oysters are valuable In the diet, as 


they add to the flavors and variety and 
are easily digested. 
As to nuriment, 


there Is not much In a pint of oys- 
ters.

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MAKING GOO 
EARTH ROADS 


By H. C. RAMSOWER, Assistant Professor of Agronomy, Ohio State University 


When the subject of good roads is men- 


tioned nowadays, one immediately gets the 
Impression that the modern macadam road, 
costing from $2,000 to $8,000 per mile, is the 
only road that can come within the mean- 
Ing of the term. 
This is not the case. 
If 


such were true the vast majority of people 
would not have opportunity to enjoy the boon 
of a "good road" on account of the hick of 
public funds. 


According to the state highway commis- 


sioner, there are in the state of Ohio 88,861 
miles of public highways. 
Of this amount 


14,188 miles are gravel roads, 9,687 macadam 
and 281 miles brick paved. This leaves 64,- 
755 miles of roads, or 72 per cent of the total 
mileage, to be classed as unimproved or dirt 
roads. 
The writer is an enthusiastic be- 


liever in the modern macadam road, but this 
bulletin is intended to show that good roads 
can be made of gravel or dirt alone, and it is 
to the improvement of this 72 per cent of our 
state highways that we need to give more 
time and attention. 


Water is the best friend and the worst 


enemy of the country road; a friend, In that 
the roadbed can 
never 
become compact 


without it; an enemy, in that those detest- 
able mud holes and ruts are the direct result 
of its action. 
With the former effect we 


need not be concerned, but to the latter -we 


i must give serious attention. 
| 
It has been well said that the Ideal road la 


ono with a good roof and a dry cellar. These 
two features, a loof to shed the water fall- 
Ing upon the road and to prevent It from 
standing upon the surface or sinking into 
the roadbed and a drain - * prevent hillside 
or seepage water from working up under- 
neath the road, are essential; it makes little 
difference of what material the roadbed is 
made, a good driveway will be assured. 


A good roof must be secured by proper 


grading. This grading should be done in the 
spring, for then the earth is soft and easily 
moved; the summer's travel will pack It 
firmly, making it resistant to the effects of 
water and frost. The familiar wheel grader, 


pulled by either horses or a traction en- 
gine, and- so directed that the dirt from the 
sides of the road Is gradually worked up 
into the center, is the most effective tool for 
the purpose. 
We have all, no doubt, seen 


grading done where sticks, stone, sod and 
trash of all kinds were shoved up Into the 
middle of the road and left there In the vain 
hope that It would all wear down Into a 
smooth and solid surface. 
All such trash 


should be hauled to a place where It will at 
least do no harm, for If allowed to stand In 
the road, most of it will find its way back 
into the ditches and obstruct the flow of 
water. A roadbed cannot be made out of 
sod. 


There must be a gentle slope from the mid- 


dle to each side of the road, not so steep as 
to cause inconvenience to one driving out 
to one side with a load, but just steep enough 
to carry the water down into the- side ditch. 
A rise of one inch to a foot is sufficient. On 
steep grades a great slope will be neces- 
sary, else the water will run down the road 


Instead of into the ditch. 


There is a very simple tool, concerning 


which much has been said during recent 
years, which may be used in obtaining a good 
roof and the necessary grade. This is the 
King road drag. 
Mr. King, the inventor of 


the drag, lives In Missouri, where mile after 
mile of good roads are made of earth. 


If a surface made of earth is kept suffi- 


ciently smooth and given a little grade, water 
falling on the surface will immediately run 
off. 
This desired surface and grade may 


be secured by the use of the road drag. Once 
the proper grade is secured the drag is drawn 
over the road at more or less frequent inter- 
vals depending upon the condition of weath- 
er and traffic. 
The aim is to maintain a 


surface that will drain off all water as fast 
as It falls. 


One is likely to be discouraged in the first 


use of the drag because excellent results are 
not secured at once. Work should be begun 
early in the spring and usually one round 
with the drag is sufficient, but sometimes, if 


ruts are very deep, several rounds are neces- 
sary to fill them. 
The earth should be 


worked toward the center of the road, but 
this process need not be repeated very often 
after the work is well started; from that 
time on it is only necessary to scrape off the 
bumps and fill horse and wagon, tracks. 
Through the summer it Is usually best to use 
the drag: a few hours after a rain, as drag- 
ging is more effective when the ground is 
moist; the stirring when wet tends to bake 
the surface and the soil particles run to- 
gether forming an effective covering. 


The drag may be used from the start in 


forming the crown of the roadbed, but the 
blade grader Is usually more effective in 
first work. A little practice will soon enable 
one to become quite skillful in the use of 
the drag. The driver must move about on 
it in order to fill holes, scrape off little knolls 
or gradually work the dirt toward the center 
of the road. It is claimed that one dragging 
every two or three weeks in summer will 
keep the surface in good condition. 
Where 


the drag will cover the road In one rouh'd II 
takes but little time to do the work.

It Is not enough to give the roadbed thai

The water must be taken uffl 


and kept off. The side ditches atvall tlmcj 
must be open and free from trash. ) Thayi 
must -have proper fall and must be directed; 
at short distances from the grade of tha 
read or the volume of water will at times 
become so large as to wash deep ditches. It 
is not necessary that the side ditches b« 
deep and dangerous in order to serve theli 
purpose, but when water stands along tha 
side of the road something Is wrong. 


Sometimes tile is needed on one or botH 


sides of the road to secure the proper drain- 
age, but in most places this Is not neces-' 
sary. Grass should not be allowed to grow 
between the road proper and the side ditches. 
This catches sand and trash and soon thfl 
\vater does not reach the side ditches. 


SELECTING THE SEED CORN 


BY F. L. KENNARD, 


Assistant Agronomist University Experiment 


Station. Idaho. 


W assuming that 3'ou have an acclim-- 
ated strain this year, go into your 


held and select your seed. 
Every farmer 


has his own idea of a type that approached 
as near as possible the ideal for his locality 
and will select his seed toward this ideal. 


There are a few general rules, however, 


which must be observed: 


1. Early maturity. 
In every field wilt be 


found ears that are a week or ten days 
earlier than the main part of the crop. Other 
things being equal, select these for your 
seed. 
_ 


2. Don't select the largest ears that you 


can llnd. A medium sized ear, well formed, 
well fllled at tip and base with straight rows 
close together, is preferable to a large, coarse 
one. 


3. The stalk should be of medium height, 


strong, stocky and preferably one or two or 
three in the hill. 
An ear selected from a 


stalk which occupied the hill alone should 
and will be larger, but would it have been 
I'.ad it been in competition with two or three 
others? 


1. The height of the ear on the stalk is 


Important. 
Select for uniformity here. 
In 


this state there is little danger of getting 
them too high. 
Select those that are at a 


height that will allow of husking without 
stooping too much. 


5. The shank should be long to allow the 


ear to droop to protect from rain. An ear 
that stands erect not, only allows water to 
enter, biff is harfl to- husk; 
] 


Having these points fixed in" your mind go 


into your field and select your seed before 
frost. 
If it is mature gather as you select. 


If not, tie a tag on the stalk where it can be 
readily seen and gather later or at husking 
time. 


It requires twelve to fifteen ears to plant 


an acre. 
Select at least twice as many as 


you expect to use. 
A considerable number 


of ears you have selected in the field will not 
come up to standard when the husks are re- 
moved- These will be discovered when you 
make your final selection and tests for germ- 
ination early in the spring. This particular 
phase of the question will be treated at some 
later date. 


FORCING POUL TRY FOR PRO FIT

I ? THE poultry that is ordinarily placed on 


che market were force fed for from twelve 


to twenty days not only would it increase 
their weight, but they would realize highest 
market price. 


What do we mean by force feeding? This 


Is just what we intend to try and explain to 
you. 


The fowls intended for market should be 


selected. i.nd cooped together as nearly one 
size <ts possible, as {ney will feed out to a 
better advantage. It ia not necessary to make 
Expensive fattening crates. 
The cheapest 


of lumber may be utilized. The crates should 
be about 2x6 feet, la to 20 inches high and 
fehould be slatted lengthwise, excepting the 
fiont. which should be slattud up and dowr. 
with about two and one-half inches of space 
between each slot. The front is by far the 
most convenient placa for the door. The bot- 
tom should have about one inch space be- 
tween the boards, an this makes it more con- 
venient to clean out the droppings. The feed 
trough should run the full length of the coop 
and should be placed about three Inches from 
thp level of the floor and immediately in 
front of the same. The trough may be made 
fiom two boards nailed together in shape ot 
a ioitor V. complete the same by nailing ends 
on trough. 
The crates should be cleaned 
every day. 


Under ordinary circumstances we could use 


cresul. pheno-chloro or some other of the 
standard disinfectants, but with fowls that 
are to be killed you cannot do this, as their 
llesh readily absorbs an odor of this nature 
and retains it even alter the fowl has been 
placed in cold storage for a long time. 


To cleanse the crates 
thotoughly they 


should be scrubbed with hot water and thon 
whitewashed. 
This treatment should take 


place after each Hock is fattened out. 
Wu 


will admit that this means a great deal o: 
extra work, but in addition it merits you an 
increase in price for your product if you 
follow the system of doing everything con- 
nected with poultry business just a little bet- 
ter than your competitor. For example, what 
has Swift & Co. done with their premium 
milk fed poultry? And Mrs. Babcock of Chi- 
cago with her celery fed ducks? 
They al- 


ways sejl^for more than top of market prices 
and at certain times of the year they com- 
mand prices that are almost beyond the 
roach of tho regular customers that patronize 
the market. 


We would suggest that you use a feed 


composed as follows: 


Ten pounds of corn meal, five pounds mid- 


dlings, three pounds oat meal or rolled oats 
one-half pound cracked corn, one-half pound 
cheap brown sugar. 
This should be fior- 


oughly mixed and be fed according to the 
.directions we shall give you later. 


Place from twelve to twenty fowls In crates 


of tho above dimensions, being sure that 
they 
are 
not overcrowded 
dxirlnn 
warm 


weather. 
Use the food we have stiKge.ste<1. 


It should be fed twice a day, morning and at 


«^ «ii Uw will ea-t- We should sug- 


gest that you start \vith one-half gallon per 
meal to twenty fowls, being governed a great 
deal by the age, variety and size. Increase 
the amount until you have given them all 
they will eat. 
Thus you can very easily de- 


termine the right amount. The evening feed 
should consist of moistened cracked corn. 
having- the corn pretty wet. By this method 
you will not have to give any water to the 
birds. 


The feed may be mixed with either warm 


water, sweet or sour milk, the last two named 
being preferable. 
The mast should not be 


sloppy, just moist enough so as to be In a 
crumby mash. 
Immediately after the fowls 


have eaten you should darken the crate with 
an old carpet or burlap sacks, so that the 
fowls will not exercise any, but sit around 
and take on fat. This feed suggested is es- 
pecially adapted for cramming: machines, and 
special directions can be furnished for th« 
use of same. 


VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
From the Illinois Farmers' Institute. 


"VTOCATIONAL education Is one of the cry- 


• 
ing needs in agricultural lines in the 


country, in industrial lines in the city and in 
home economics in both. 


Progressive foreign countries amply pro- 


vide for all this and the average boy when 
he reaches the point where he must begin 
to be a. bread winner is prepared for his 
work. Instead of having been neglected by 
the state and allowed to follow the lines of 
least resistance, drifting into a cheap man- 
hood and in many instance;? into undesirable 
citizenship. 


Few farmers in Illinois know, and a small- 


er number are willing to admit, that as a 
state we are far behind some of the less fa- 
vored and poorer states of the Union In the 
matter of yields per acre. 
It is true the 


aggregate of the farm 
crops of Illinois 


amount to more than those of any other 
state, but the aggregate is large only be- 
cause of the size of the state and the large 
proportion of the laud capable of cultivation. 


Corn is the great cereal of Illinois and for 


years the state has excelled all others in the 
amount of this "crop of gold" harvested. 
Compared to some of the states that are less 
favored, as far as soil and climate are con- 
cerned, we find no cause for self-congratula- 
tion. 
While Illl-iois produces 125 acres of 


corn to each acre grown in Connecticut, the 
latter state for the past ten years has been 
getting one and one-half bushels on .the 
same area that in Illinois produces one 
bushel. 


Corn is not the only grain in which we are 


excelled in yield per acre, for in wheat pro- 
duction, although Illinois grows 120 acres to 
every one acre in Maine, the yield per acre 
in Maine is just double that of the Illinois 
field. ' Maine also produces one and six- 
tenths bushels of oats on the same area that 
Illinois uses to produce one bushel, and when 
it comes to the production of hay the states 
of Connecticut, Maine. New York, New Jer- 
sey, and even Delaware, produce as much or 
more tons per acre than our boasted state 
of niinois. 


When we compare the yield per acre of po- 


tatoes in Illinois with that of the states we 
have already mentioned, we find that our 
state produces three-fiitlis as much per acre 
ass Connecticut, three-eighths as much/ per 
acre as Maine and a trifle less than three- 
fourths as heavy a yield per acre as' New 
York. 


It is useless to ask, Is their soil better than 


ours, or do they have better tools with which 
to work it. or even inquire whether their 
seasons are usually more favorable 
than 


those in the Mississippi valley, since every 
one knows that Illinois is not behind in an* 
of these particulars. 


It must be admitted, then, that Illinois 


farming is below standard, or, in other words, 
we have exercised our brains too little, be- 
cause of our fertile, tractable soil. The yields 
obtained are secured with too little thought 
both for the present and for the future. 


Many of the most thoughtful farmers of 


Illinois, those having the keenest business 
acumen, have already seen this waste of oui 
natural resources and have begun to call At- 
tention to the needs and possibilities of Illi- 
nois soil and Illinois farming. It is doubtful 
if there is any class of tarmers who recog- 
nize the latent possibilities of better soil 
treatment, better methods of cultivation, bet- 
ter seed and all the other requisites for in- 
creased yields per acre than do the banker- 
farmers of the .state. 


The banker-farmers of the state are "di- 


rectly responsible for the farming of 1,500.000 
acres of Illinois land." In a circular recently 
i.sMieol by (he Bankers' association %ve read- 
"Tho great state of Illinois has grown rapldlv 
rich and woefully wasteful: \ve have Been 
spoiled with an overrich soil, which is now 
crying for better treatment; for the use of 
improved methods that will halt its declining 
fertility and bring greater yields.

THE GRANGE IN FARM LIFE

PROBABLY no organization during the 


past two decades has had greater 'nflu- 


ence In the improvement of agricultural con- 
ditions than has the grange, or, more ac- 
curately speaking, the Order of Patrons of 
Husbandry, and certainly no organization of 
rural forces has before it a more promising 
future. 


The grange is peculiarly fitted to be an 


influential factor in the great rural uplift 
movement which is now the talk of every 
one who Is interested' in any way In country 


• affairs. What the grange has already ac- 
complished amounts to only a hint of. its 
future possibilities, for in this organization 
rests the power to accomplish for the farmer 
many desirable things which can be ac- 
quired only through this or some similar or- 
ganization. 


The men most prominent In the new rural 


uplift roo"°-"="t aver that among the things 
most needed for tho impro-" 
• ~-" 'arm 


life these three stand out prominently, viz.: 


1. Better social conditions. 
2. Education. 
3. Business co-operation. 
All thees are cardinal principles 'of the 
grange. 


Man Is a social animal. He craves the 


company of others of his kind. It is only 
the exceptional man who Is In any degree 
sufficient unto himself and who can find' in 
his work, and his books and in nature~"all 
the companionship he needs. Thrice ha"p"py 
Is such a man, but he is the "rara avis" of 
mankind. The isolation of farm life, -'the' 
lack of social intercourse^ Is undoubtedly one 
of the most im~~-Ji--i* f^nt^^e •- mnldng 'the 
young people, especially, dissatisfied with 
farm life. 
' 


The grange has heen a stanch friend of 


the agricultural colleges, of the farmers' in- 
stitutes and of all agencies for the dissem- 
ination of knowledge. In many places the 
local grange has 
provided public left'--' 


courses, has conducted Institutes, has b°pn 
the center for correspondence courses, and In 
divers ways has taken an important part <-i 
the intellectual uplift of the locality. No 
education is complete that does not include 
a. comprehensive understanding 
of 
•• • 


moral and religious. The grange in its pub- 
lic action as well as in Its private tear-hincrs 
has always been on the right side of every 
moral 
and 
ethical 
issue. Nonpolitical in 


principle, it has fought for all the creat. 
moral reforms of the country, regardless of 
party o- party politics. Nonsectarian con- 
stitutionally, it Is distinctly religious In char- 
acter. It*- ritual and teachings ever keeping 
before itr members their dependence upon the 
Supreme Being. 


So long as its members lieep constantly 


in mind its ritual and constitution, it is not 
bar" to believe that the amb'tion of 
grange to take its place beside the school 
and the church, as one of a trinity of force 
that shal. mold the life of the farmer on 
the broadest possible basis—material, intel- 
iectuc.1, social and ethical—bids fair *~ be 
fulfilled. 


MWEV A SOIL NEEDS LIME 


Circular 11, Michigan Experiment Station. 
nHHERE is only one sure way of determin- 
•*- 
Ing whether a soil needs lime, and that 


is by trial. An application of lime over a whole 
field would be a waste of both time and 
money if the field were not in need of such 
an application. 
It is suggested that the 


farmer who has not already proven for him- 
self whether his soils need lime would bet- 
ter conduct a. few simple experiments at dif- 
ferent points on his farm. A few barrels of 
lime or a few tons of limestone would not 
cost a. great deal and the labor of treating 
a strip with lime or ground limestone here 
and there across different fields in which 
crops were to be grown or to treat a small 
area here and there at different points in 
the fields in which crops are to be grown 
would involve but a small amount of labor. 
These areas should be very carefully located 
and marked and the results of the applica- 
tions should be carefully studied on the 
succeeding crops. 
It is possible that the 


effects, good or bad, may be easily apparent. 
It is possible that the effects can be dis- 
covered only by carefully cutting and weigh- 
ing the crop from portions of the treated 
areas and comparing them with the cropd 
produced upon equal adjacent accas. 


Caution—Lime should not bo applied to

FIGHTING BACTERIA 
RECENTLY the Virginia station has deter- 


mined the number of bacteria and the 


relative importance of observing these and 
other precautions taken to avoid contamina- 
tion. By actual count it was found that by 
sprinkling the straw bedding, so as to pre- 
vent dust and bacteria from arising, the 
percentage of bacteria in the milk was re- 
duced 53 per cent. 
A reduction of 25 per 


cent was secured when a closed pall was 
used in milking, as compared with an open 
pail. About 23 per cent of the bacteria wer? 
eliminated when the flanks of 
the well- 


cleaned cows were moistened before milk- 
ing. 
Discarding the first four strippings 


from each teat was also of some importance 
in reducing the bacterial count. These four 
precautions—sprinkling the bedding, moist- 
ening the fianks of the cow, using a closed 
pail and discarding the first strippings—can 
be observed without any appreciable expense, 
and no dairyman can afford to neglect them. 


An experiment was also conducted by the 


same station to test the relative value of 
straw and sawdust as bedding. The stable 
was bedded half with straw and half with 
sawdust. 
By actual count there was an 


average of more than twice as many bac- 
teria when the straw was used as when 
sawdust was used. On the other hand, saw- 
dust is of little value as manure, and to 
some extent detracts from the value of the 
droppings of the covvs, while straw is a good 
absorbent and has a value of its own as a 
fertilizer.—Farmers' Bulletin 457. 


STORING SEED CORN

FTER the sped is gathered the question 


of storing comes up. There are many 


ways of caring lor the seed. A good one is 
to string the ears on binder twine. 
The 


ears should be placed far enough apart to 
prevent touching. 
After they are arranged 


on the twine hang in a dry, well ventilated 
building. They may be left thus until spring 
or after they are thoroughly dry piled like 
cordwood on shelves. 
Tho greatest disad- 


vantage to the latter Is the danger of mice. 


Another way is to dry on shelves. Place 


the ears on the shelves, ono row to the shelf, 
spacing them so they do not come in contact 
with each other. 
The shelves should be of 


slats, so as to allow free circulation of air. 
Make the room mouse proof. 


After the corn is dry the essential thlncr 


is to keep it so. 
Freezing will not injure 


dry seed, but it will certainly lower the 
vitality if wet. or moist. 


HEALTH BULLETIN ISSUED

The department of 
clinical medicine at the university prescribes 
treatment in all cases of Illness that are re- 
ported umoni; the students, but in order to 
warn students of the dangers of using pat- 
ent nostrums and drugs n special bulletin 
treating of these preparations will be issued. 


FARMING IN THE TROPICS 


TN TRANSMITTING the following report 
•*• Consul William E. Alger of Mazatlan, 
Mexico, warns American farmers against be- 
ing lured by promises of comfortable homes 
and fortunes in tropical lands without fully 
investigating the bases of such promises: 


Any man not accustomed to the labor, 


the climate and the language would be hope- 
lessly lost when meeting entirely new and 
strange conditions such as actually exist in 
Sinaloa. Nevertheless, colonization and land 
companies are inducing settlers to realize all 
they possess in the United States to take up 
small farms of from 100 to 200 acres here, 
assuring them that they will have comfort- 
able homes and soon become rich. 


Before investing in any foreign country 


one should make careful investigation and 
become satisfied that promises made are 
capable of fulfillment; that conditions are 
as stated; that labor can be had at prices 
mentioned; that the amount of rainfall is as 
claimed; that transportation can be had. and 
that markets for produce raised really exist. 
It must also be borne in mind that for at 
least the first few years one must be pre- 
pared to rough it; that there Is no society; 
that there are no schools for the education 
of children; that many hardships must be 
endured; that a knowledge of the language 
must be acquired, and that capital is an ab- 
solute necessity. 
To overcome 
these 
ob- 


stacles one must have health and youth; 
otherwise failure is sure. 


The man visiting this country for the 


purpose of investigating conditions before 
making an Investment should remember that 
the representative of the land company ha" 
but one aim—that is to spll land. If the in- 
vestor is successful la-tm 01. IIP will serve as 
proof of statements made as to opportunity 
for making the fortune offered; if the in- 
vestor fails he will naturally be anxious to 
unload, realize what he may and get away. 
Therefore one corning to Investigate should 
believe what he sees and" not what he may 
hear. 


HINTS TO DAIRY FARMERS 


TT\AIRYING, when properly conducted, is 
•*•' one of the most profitable lines of farm- 
ing. 
But, as a rule, the dairyman neither 


knows nor suspects the amount of profit or 
loss from each cow in his herd. Very few 
even set down the payments received for 
milk and the Items of money paid out for 
the whole herd, to say nothing oC the indi- 
vidual cow's record or of estimating the cost 
of th - feed. 


The only way to know how much a cow 


produces in a year is to weigh her milk and 
find its ..-er cent of butter fat by ths Bab- 
eocV- test. This should be done for a week 
at 3. time as often as every ninth week. 


Fc- several 3'ears the agricultural experi- 


ment station has been sending out men to 
weigh and test the milk of cows in the dif- 
ferent parts of the state, and it has a full 
year's record of 554 cows In thirty-six herds. 
T make a largo and fair comparison In milk 
production, take tho lowest one-fourth and 
the hig'---'t one-fourth of all these cows. The 


former averaged 133 pounds of butted fal 
and the latter 301 pounds for the year. 


The Elgin price of butter the last flvd 


years averages 23 cents per pound, and this 
is the usua" price the dairyman has receive*} 
for the butter fat in his milk. 
At 22 cents- 


Tor butter fat the poor cows make an aver- 
a^a 
--turn of $30.77. 


If the cost of feed be estimated as low as; 


$30 per year, only 77 cents of profit per cow 
•weald remain. 


RUN-DOWN SOIL EXPERIM£#l 


E Pennsylvania state college has *•* 
cently added a run-down farm of 200 


acres to its holdings. 
A certain twenty- 


acre field which was in wheat when pur-« 
chased was this year in grass, mostly tim- 
othy. 'The land was too poor to obtain a 
good catch of clover, although an abundancaf 
of seed was sown. Even the timothy was » 
poor stand. 
From 11.7 acres of this plat 


six loads of hay were obtained. Tbea« toads 
were not weighed but If w-e estimated tii^M* 
a 1 00 pounds each, 875 poOTds of ha?" jmf 
acre is obtaine-. On the remaining 8% acrw 
on April 5, 1909, just as the grass began to 
grow commercial fertilizers were applied at 
the following rate per acre: 
Acid phosphate 


150 pounds, muriate of potash 50 pounds, so- 
dium nitrate 150 pounds. 
From this 8%' 


acres eleven loads of 
hay 
were 
o1.- tained, 


while from the 11.7 acres unfertilized but six 
loads were obtained. If the loads are again 
estimated at 1,700 pounds, the yield in placa 
of being 875 pounds per acre 
was 
2,200 


pounds. 
The cost of the fertilizer, not in- 


cluding the cost of application, was $5.57 
per acre, or about $8.40 per ton 
of 
hay. 


While this Is a. fairly satisfactory result, it 
is not what it should have been, because of 
the poor stand of grass.

THE TRAP NEST 


S YET the trap nest has not found S 
place for itself upon many farms, al- 


though there Is little doubt that this device 
could be used by farmers who are earnestly 
striving to make their poultry yield a profit. 
The trap nest offers practically the only 
means of determining which hens are paying 
a profit on their feed and care and which, 
ones are being kept at a loss, but the im- 
portance u.nd value of such knowledge Is not 
fully appreciated by the average owner ot 
poultry. 
In fact, there are a great many 


who do not even know the results of tho 
efforts of their laying flocks in the aggre- 
gate, let alone trying to determine which 
members 
of those flocks are

for continuing the work of river a ad 
harbor improvement throughout the 
country made public at the War De- 
partment today and covering the iis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1913, show 
a strict adherence to the new admin- 
istration policy of asking Congress to 
appropriate only for those improve- 
ments which have received the ap- 
proval of the Army Corps of engi- 
neers after the most thorough inves- 
tigation. 
No new projects at any 


great importance are provided for in 
the estimates and unless Congress 
takes the bit in its teeth and disre- 
gards the recommendations of Gen- 
eral W. H. Bixby, Chief of Engi- 
neers, the "pork barrel" method of 
river and harbor work will have been 
eliminated for a second year. 
The 


appropriations asked for aggregate 
$29,62S,0!)S as against $30 095,G9S 
for the current year. The estimates 
will be sent to congress by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and President 
Taft in his massage will urge that 
they be strictly adhered to.
